The Young School was reopened last September; by doing so 
it has been possible to partially eliminate all grades in one building 
under one teacher with the exception of the Oak Hill District. 


At the present time grades one and two are at the Greeley 
School, grades three, four and one-half of grade five at Young 
School; one-half of grade five, six, seven and eight at the Corner 
School. The services of a fourth teacher, Mrs. Doris Maillet, 
was obtained at the time of her resignation from the school at 
Waldo. 
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The playground at the Greeley School has been smoothed 
near the swings. The rocks were removed and replaced with fill 
and gravel surface added. At the time of this report, lights are 
being placed in the Oak Hill School. Ropes and flags have been 
purchased for all schools. 


The tuition appropriation must be increased over last year 
for several reasons, we now have more attending the secondary 
schools, the operation costs of these schools have increased, and 
the fourth school is to be maintained for the year. 


The budget for tuition is determined by the number attending 
school at the present time multiplyed by the cost per pupil for the 
time attending. At present there are 15 attending Belfast, one 
attending Monroe, and 7 graduating from the elementary schools. 
The Tuition rates at Belfast and Monroe are 265.40 and 250.00 
respectively. 


The citizens of Swanville should be aware of the numbers 
enrolled in the early grades as well as the number of pre-school 
students of their community. A housing problem is inevitable. 
I would suggest that a committee be appointed to study this 
problem carefully and obtain all information necessary for pre- 
paration in meeting with the real situation. 


In closing I wish to thank the committee, teachers, and 
interested citizens for their cooperation during the past year.

An audit of the books and records of the Town of Swanville 
has been completed for the municipal year ended February 16, 
1953. .The audit included an examination of the records main- 
tained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Town Clerk, Tax Collector 
and Treasurer. 


The result of the audit indicates that the following suggestions 
appear worthy of consideration by the municipal officers: 


Tax collections should be deposited monthly 
with the town treasurer in accordance with the 
provisions of Chapter 81, Section 105 of the 
Revised Statutes of 1944. 


Attention is directed to Chapter 225 of the 
Public Laws of 1947 which provides in part that 
deposits shall be.made by the treasurer at least 
twice each month when balances exceed $100.00. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
result of the year’s operations revealed that available funds ex- 
ceeded expenditures by $1,537.06. Unexpended and overdraft 
balances are summarized as follows:

Net Unexpended balances............ 1,537.06 


Available Funds and Expenditures 


A comparative statement of available funds and expenditures 
(Exhibit B), disclosed that for the 1952 year, available funds 
increased by $1,548.79 as compared with the previous year. 
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Expenditures for the same period increased by $916.18. The 
factors contributing to these differences, as compared with the 
preceding year, are summarized as follows:

Reserves and Surplus 

From an examination of the departmental accounts it was 
determined that the unexpended balances carried forward to the 
ensuing year totaled $668.14 (Exhibit D). 


At the year end the unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$7,845.85 or an increase of $1,309.61 as compared with the pre- 
ceding year. This change was occasioned principally by the 
excess of available funds over expenditures of $1,537.06 less a 
reserve for loss established against a disputed poor relief case. 


Reserve and Trust Funds | 


The time deposit representing the investment of the school 
building fund were examined and the fund totaled $4,011.69 at 
the year end (Schedule A-6). Additions to the fund were oc- 
casioned by an appropriation from the general fund of $2,000.00 
and interest earned on the time deposit of $11.69. | 


From the examination of trust fund transactions it was 
ascertained that the earnings of the various funds totaled $91.51 
for the year and expenditures amounted to $95.52. Principals of 
$8,977.57 and unexpended income of $327.43 are represented by 
time deposits, investments and amounts due from general fund 
(Schedule A-8). 


A2 ANNUAL REPORT 


General 


From the examination of the records of the town clerk it was 
ascertained that authority was granted to transfer between 
operating accounts. 


In general the accounting system can be strengthened by the 
use of cash sheets by the excise tax collector; the use of journal 
entries to record transfers between accounts rather than to clear 
through the treasurer’s cash account; a more complete description 
of properties in the valuation book; and the use of a monthly 
trial balance book. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system 
of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of 
cash and other matters of financial concern. Available funds and 
expenditures were examined by methods and to the extent deemed 
necessary. Letters of verification were utilized to determine the 
correctness of tax, tax lien and accounts receivable. Reserve and 
trust fund transactions were reviewed and time deposits and 
securities representing the investment of the funds were examined. 
Insurance and bond coverages were examined. Excise tax col- 
lections were verified by examination of the receipts retained by 
the collector. | 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were fol- 
lowed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting statements fairly present the financial position of the 
town at February 16, 1953, and the result of its operations for the 
year then ended.
